Decline in 
Smoking, 
Report Says

WASHINGTON (AP) - For 


only the second time since the 
1964 surgeon general's report 
linked the use of tobacco to can- 
cer and other diseases, there 
has been a decline in cigarette 
smoking, according to govern- 
ment statistics, 


The Internal Revenue Service 


today released figures showing 
Americans smoked 543,5 billion 
cigarettes in the fiscal year that 
eotjed last June 30, compared 
with 545,1 in fiscal 1967, 


Although the ,88 per cent drop 


was tiny, the decline interrupted 
a steadily growing Increase in 
the use of tobacco in the United 
States since the initial fall fol. 
lowing the surgeon general's re- 
port four years ago. 


While the earlier drop was 


glearly linked to the cancer 
scare, there was nothing IB the 
183 figures to Indicate what 
caused the latest decline.

Czechoslovaks staged a one* 
hour general strike today to pro- 
test the Soviet-led invasion in- 
tended to cnish their nation's

Ltidvlk Svoboda went to Moscow 
for talks with Soviet leaders. 


Prague streets were deserted 


as sirens and bells at noon sig- 
naled the start of the strike, 
called by liberal Czechoslovak 
Communists. Numerous arrests 
by occupation forces were re- 
ported, with journalists and cul- 
tural leaders the chief targets. 


The clandestine free Radio 


Prague began broadcasting li- 
cense numbers and makes of 
cars being used by agents mak- 
ing the arrests, presumably the 
pro-Soviet faction of the Czecho- 
slovak police. 


Young people printed leaflets 


carrying the license numbers 
and urging Czechoslovaks to 
hinder the movement of these 
cars. One report said one of the 
cars was destroyed. 


No shooting was heard during. 


the morning and Prague was 
generally calm. Soviet tanks oc- 
cupied all bridges but automo- 
biles were permitted to use at 
least one. 
. 


Svoboda1 s departure was indi- 


cated by the lowering *of the 
presidential flag at Hradcany 
Castle, his official residence. 


Svobdda arid the Czechoslovak 


Communist party, which had 
tried to bring some freedom to 
the nation, both vowed not to re- 
cognize any Soviet puppet gov- 
ernment. 


Efforts to form such a govern- 


ment apparently were the rea- 
son for a visit by Soviet Ambas- 
sador Ivan Chervonenko to Svo- 
boda's quarters in Prague Cas- 
tle Thursday. 


The president has declared he 


would recognize only the legal 
government headed by Premier 
Oldrlch Cernlk, who is in Soviet 
hands. 


He announced that negotia- 


tions with Soviet officials in 
Prague had been fruitless and, 
he was going to Moscow. 


"Have trust in mo. I expect to 


be back tonight," he said. 


Meeting secretly to avoid So- 


viet controls, the Communist 
party called on Czechoslovaks 
to walk off the job at noon today 
unless the occupation troops 
pull out and release Czechoslo- 
vak liberal leaders. 


A prollberal radio, operating 


from a hidden location, said 
1,219 of the 1,540 party congress 
delegates attended the meeting 
but most Slovak delegates were 
detained on their way to the 
congress. 


The delegates re-elected Alex* 


ander Dubcek—the man who 
ended 20 years of StallnisMype 
rule in Czechoslovakia last Jan- 
uary—as their leader, 


They nam?1 Venek SUhap, an 


economist, to head the party 
while Dubcek and other toe 
leaders are Soviet captives. 


Broadcasts heard abroad—ap- 


parently from amateur opera,.
